SIX MONTHS ago when a patient 
questioned me about the harmful 
effects of a dental x-ray, I had no 
answer. Now, I have. 

The lay press had convinced the 
public that the taking of x-rays, in- 
cluding dental x-rays, exposed both 
the patient and the operator to ex- 
cessive radiation. These remarks in 
the press were attributed to well- 
informed atomic scientists, to phy- 
sicists, and to even the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. All of these peo- 
ple are in a position to know the 
answer to overexposure much bet- 
ter than a practicing dentist. The 
American Dental Association, how- 
ever, mitigated those pronounce- 
ments with a statement proclaiming

dental x-rays to be virtually harm- 
less. The Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, the State in which I prac- 
tice, passed a law requiring that 
filters be placed in the path of the 
x-ray beam. It was no wonder that 
my patients faced the taking of x- 
rays with some trepidation, for | 
had some misgivings of my own. 
An advertisement of an x-ray 
monitoring badge came to my at- 
tention. This badge service claimed 
that it would show exactly how 
much radiation the wearer was ex- 
posed to in a given period. From 
my previous perusal of x-ray litera- 











ture I knew that no person should 
be exposed to more than one hun- 
dred milliroentgens per week. My 
subscription to this service seemed 
like a logical step to overcome my 
fears. 


How the Service Operates 


The dentist is supplied with a 
badge that contains a dosimeter 
x-ray film. The film is imprinted 
with the dentist’s name. The badge 
is worn by the dentist at all times 
when he is in the office. At the end 
of a two-week period, or at the end 
of a month—depending upon which 
service the dentist contracts for— 
a new film is sent to the dentist by 
the monitoring service. The film 
that the dentist has worn for the pe- 
riod is removed from the badge and 
the new film is inserted. The worn 
film is returned by the dentist to 
the monitoring service in a postage- 
paid envelope. Within 72 hours a 
written report of the amount of ra- 
diation exposure is sent back to 
the dentist. If the monitoring serv- 
ice detects a harmful amount of ex- 
posure they will telephone the sub- 
scriber, inform him of his danger, 
and discuss means of making the 
necessary corrections. In addition 
to informing the dentist of the 
amount of exposure during the pe- 
riod, the monitoring service will 
also keep the dentist informed of 
the amount of cumulative radiation 
exposure. 

After wearing the badge for two 
weeks (that was the service for 
which I contracted on a one-year 
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basis) I returned the film to the 
monitoring service and awaited the 
written report with the utmost ea- 
gerness and curiosity. The report 
was returned to me in 72 hours with 
a reading of less than 25 milliroent- 
gens! What a reassuring sense of 
relief! 

Since the original report, I have 
had regular two-week readings tak- 
en, and in each case there was a 
reading of “less than 25 mr” per 
period. In some two-week periods 
there were reports of “no soft radi- 
ation.” My cumulative total for the 
18 weeks to date is less than 150 
mr. Considering that up to 100 mr 
per week is considered safe dosage. 
I am now certain that there is no 
danger of overexposure from taking 
dental x-rays—either to my patients 
or to me. 


Other Advantages 
When I first obtained the badge. 


I was undecided as to exactly where 
I would wear it. Should I clip it to 
my belt under my dental gown so 
as not to awaken any uncertainties 
in the minds of my patients? Or 
should I wear the badge on the out- 
side of my dental gown, clipped to 
the pocket, and show them exactly 
what I was doing about all this fu- 
ror over x-ray radiation exposure ? 
I decided on the latter. 

Almost without exception my pa- 
tients asked me about the badge. 
I explained to them that I was tak- 
ing steps to make certain that there 
was no undue radiation exposure 
for them or for me. Also without 
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exception, every patient concluded 
that I was progressive, I was look- 
ing out for his welfare, and that he 
had nothing to fear from dental 
x-rays taken by me. 

My dental associate and my two 
dental assistants were also relieved 
when they read the reports of the 
monitoring service. It has occurred 
to me also that I have precluded the 
possibility of any legal suits against 
me by my employees because of any 
harmful effects of x-ray radiation 
exposure. 


Conclusion 


I have two dental x-ray machines, 
an associate dentist, two dental as- 


sistants, a host of patients, and my- 
self in my office. Everyone of us 
should be certain that we are not 
exposed to excessive radiation 
from my x-ray machines. The x- 
ray monitoring service to which 
we subscribe has provided definite 
factual proof that we are keeping 
well below the danger point of 
exposure. 

This service has not only been 
reassuring to us who work in the 
office, but it has completely elimi- 
nated any doubts from the minds of 
all my patients about the safety of 
dental x-rays.

RADIATION SURVEY 
RADIATION hygiene in 2000 dentists’ offices in ten states is being sur- 
veyed in a project under direction of the University of Illinois College 
of Dentistry and financed by the National Institute of Health. Ten dental 
schools in ten states will participate in the study which will last two years 
and cost $76,000. The checkup will be made only for dentists who re- 
quest it after answering a preliminary questionnaire. 

The survey will have its educational aspect for dentists, according to 
Doctor Seymour H. Yale, head of radiology at the University of Illinois 
College of Dentistry. “For example,” he said, “they will benefit by our 
finding that a copper or 2luminum plate inserted in the cone of the x-ray 
machine and costing only a few pennies can completely eliminate un- 
necessary radiation.”

Short Roots in the Dental X-Ray

WHEN a dentist sees the image of 
an unusually short root in a dental 
roentgenogram, he is tempted to 
erasp the crown of the tooth and 
test its mobility. If the tooth needs 
endodontic treatment and he fore- 
sees a restoration with a post in the 
canal, he begins to have misgivings 
about the success of the anchorage. 
Should the tooth be important as 
an abutment for a fixed or remov- 
able partial denture, he may begin 
to doubt whether it will retain the 
prosthesis adequately. These are

important considerations in clinical 
practice, but for this presentation 
we are more concerned with the 
possible reasons for the shortness 
of the root. 

The gradual shortening of the 
roots of primary teeth by resorp- 
tion, whether or not there is a suc- 
cedaneous tooth, is known to be a 
physiologic process, but in most 
cases the unusually short root of a 
permanent tooth is considered to be 
abnormal. 

Sometimes short roots are a 
familial characteristic. The well- 
known pegshaped maxillary lateral 
is often seen in the mouths of sev- 
eral members of the same family 
and many of them have dwarfed 
roots. Someone with a mischievous 
glint in his eye may show us a set 
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Knowing the cause of an ab- 
normal condition will make 


you feel more competent. 


of roentgenograms and ask why 
the roots of certain teeth are short; 
and when we confess our ignorance, 
he explains that the child is not yet 
old enough for the roots to be com- 
pletely developed! We should not 
be fooled by a roentgenogram in 
which the images of the roots are 
foreshortened by incorrect angula- 
tion of the ray. The same roots can 
also be made to look half as long 
again as their true length by in- 
tentionally distorting the angula- 
tion. 

We are here considering only 
those roots which are actually, as 
well as roentgenographically short, 
and in which the abnormal dimen- 
sion is associated with a pathologic 
or pathogenic condition, or with an 
abnormal circumstance. It may oc- 
cur in one tooth, in a group of two 
or more teeth, in the corresponding 
teeth in all quadrants, or in the 
complete set of teeth. The minimal 
amount of resorption which occurs 
normally in the process of wear, 
tear, and repair at the apices of all 
teeth does not present any clinical 
problem. 


Resorbed or Dwarfed 

When we observe a root that is 
short roentgenographically, first we 
should ask ourselves whether it was 
formerly longer and has been re- 
sorbed, or was it never longer than 
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it is now? If there are no previous 
roentgenograms for comparison, it 
is not always easy to answer the 
question. Occasionally, if we en- 
large the picture by projection or 
use a hand magnifying glass, we 
may be able to detect the former 
outline of the root when it was 
longer. 

There may be a history of peri- 
apical infection, although investi- 
gators have shown that this ex- 
planation does not apply as com- 
monly as we once assumed. A blow 
against a tooth sometimes initiates 
a gradual resorption of the apex. 
The process may continue until the 
tooth is too loose to maintain its 
position, or it may stop spontane- 
ously. Occlusal stress may have a 
similar effect. The irritation of an 
extruded root canal filling may be 
the etiologic factor. Pressure from 
an impacted tooth, a cyst, a slowly 
invading neoplasm, or sclerosing 
bone against the apical portion of 
a tooth, can cause a resorption. 
When orthodontic movement 
causes root end resorption, it has 
been claimed that the main con- 
tributing factor is a systemic dis- 
turbance, most probably an endo- 
crinopathy, or a faulty metabolism. 

Apicoectomy, of course, shortens 
a root. Occasionally a child’s tooth 
is accidentally fractured at the 
apex. As the jaw grows, the appo- 
sition of bone carries the main part 
of the tooth into occlusion, but the 
root fragment remains in situ, or 
it is» resorbed. A roentgenogram 
takerrat a later date shows the tooth 
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with a short root. Single or multiple 
teeth often remain embedded, and 
frequently their root ends are re- 
sorbed for no apparent reason. Peo- 
ple with cleidocranial dysostosis 
may have a complete dentition em- 
bedded in their jaw bones; serial 
roentgenograms may give evidence 
of the gradual resportion of the 
apices. 


Effect of Systemic Disease 

Some systemic conditions, if they 
are active when the roots of the 
teeth are in the process of develop- 
ing, may stop the developmental 
process, and the roots remain short 
forever. In rickets, hypoparathy- 
roidism, and juvenile diabetes, the 
system cannot supply the teeth with 
enough calcium to complete the de- 
velopment. In some cases the defi- 
ciency of tooth substance is also re- 
sponsible for large pulp spaces and 
wide open foramina. In hereditary 
opalescent dentine, also known as 
dentinogenesis imperfecta, the for- 
mation of the dentinal tubules is 
quite irregular, and the root cannot 
attain its normal length. When os- 
teopetrosis (Albers-Schénberg or 
marble bone disease) occurs in 
childhood, the density of the bone 
resists the growth of the roots, mak- 
ing them permanently short. 

Should the onset of a systemic 
disease affect a child when the roots 
of all the second premolars are only 
two-thirds complete and stop their 
further development, the dentist 
who views the roentgenograms in 
later years, may calculate that the

disease was active when the child 
was about thirteen years old. These 
teeth normally erupt at about elev- 
en, and since it takes some three 
years for the root to be completed, 
the arithmetical calculation is not 
too difhcult. Retarded and incom- 
pletely developed roots may also be 
seen in childhood hypoparathyroid- 
ism, achondroplasia, and cranio- 
facial dysostosis. 


Irradiation 

If the developing tooth of a child 
happens to be in the path of irradia- 
tion when x-ray, radium needles, 
or radon seeds are used in the treat- 
ment of a hemangioma of the face, 
enlarged tonsils and adenoids, 
intraoral tumors, diseases of the 
neck, or for any type of malignant 
growth in areas near the mouth, 
the germ or bud of a tooth or the 
incompletely developed tooth is 
often severely injured or deformed. 
The germ may be completely de- 
stroyed, the crown may be mis- 
shapen, or the whole tooth may be 
dwarfed. 

Sometimes the radiation hastens 
the calcification and completion of 
the root and the tooth erupts pre- 
cociously, but the root is short and 
pointed as if it had been put 
through a pencil sharpener. Those 
teeth which are not in the path of 
irradiation are not affected. The 
age of the child at the time the ra- 
diation is applied and the amount 
that is used are important factors in 
the consideration of the damage 
done.

Topay, the dentist, in considering 
investments is faced with a much 
more complex problem than that 
encountered two decades ago. In 
that period real estate mortgages, 
savings deposits, and other fixed 
income investments, provided pro- 
tection and favorable returns. 

The situation is different today. 
Because of increasing taxes it is 
difficult to build an estate to pro- 
vide for retirement or to augment 
earnings. Moreover, the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar since the 
beginning of World War II has 
been reduced by 50 per cent. 

What is the dentist to do? How 
can he protect himself against cy- 
clic fluctuations, increasing taxes, 
and the depreciating dollar caused 
by vast inflationary forces? The 
dentist, in most cases, is naive in 
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The different types of invest- 
ment companies, and how they 
can protect you against cyclic 
fluctuations, increasing taxes, 
and inflation, are discussed in 
this first of a two-part article. 


the problems of investment. In this 
light his best protection lies in 
placing his funds with investment 
companies or funds. There are two 
reasons why these institutions seem 
to afford him a great amount of 
protection. First, his monies are 
protected by diversification; sec- 
ond, dollar averaging protects his 
buying value as well as gives him 
a hedge against inflation. 

The purpose of this article is to 
explain such terms as diversifica- 
tion and dollar averaging; and to 
distinguish between the different 
types of investment companies, 
which, for our purpose, are limited 











to management funds. Here we 
shall discuss who should buy or 
own investment company shares, 
how much of an investor’s funds 
should be used for this purpose, 
factors to be considered before 
the purchase of such shares, and 
sources of information that pertain 
to these companies. We shall also 
offer for the reader’s consideration 
some of the characteristics of indi- 
vidual trusts and funds, perform- 
ance records, and several compa- 
nies which we consider might be of 
a recommendable nature. I am 
making these recommendations as 
a dentist whose avocational inter- 
est happens to lie in this field. I am 
not an expert, but I have done a 
greal deal of reading on the sub- 
ject. My analyses are not to be con- 
strued as an order to buy, and I 
hereby release myself from all re- 
sponsibility relative to the pur- 
chases made by any of my readers. 

Investment companies can pro- 
vide a solution to the dentist’s in- 
vestment problems. There are wide 
and varied differences in invest- 
ment companies. Some are cor- 
porations; some are trusts; and 
some known as closed-end com- 
panies have a relatively fixed capi- 
tal structure, while others referred 
to as open-end companies continu- 
ously sell and redeem their own 
shares. However, all of these com- 
panies have as their primary func- 
tion the pooling of the funds of 
many investors. This allows great- 
er diversification, continuous in- 
vestment supervision, and better 
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management. Investment compan\ 
portfolios include common stocks 
which may provide partial protec- 
tion against inflation. By buying 
these shares at regular intervals 
dollar averaging comes into play 
which protects investing costs dur- 
ing periods of fluctuation. 

Diversification: The small inves- 
tor is unable to spread his limited 
investment funds to include a vari- 
ety of different type stocks. Funds 
placed with an investment com- 
pany are pooled with the funds of 
many other investors like himself. 
In this way a portion of each dol- 
lar of his investment is shared in 
the stocks of many corporations. 
Some of these stocks will be more 
valuable than others, but the fact 
that the spread of the investment 
is diversified affords the greatest 
protection. In this way the small 
investor does not have “all his eggs 
in one basket.” 

Dollar Averaging: There is no 
foolproof method to “beat the mar- 
ket,” but dollar averaging does 
give a clue to successful investing. 
This system simply involves put- 
ting the same fixed amount of mon- 
ey at regular intervals into an in- 
vestment fund. The important prin- 
ciple here is that this process must 
be kept up over a period of time 
to take advantage of the cyclical 
movements of the market as a 
whole. This plan of dollar averag- 
ing is profitable simply because 
you buy more shares of a fund 
with your fixed amount of money 
when the price of the shares of the 
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fund is low than you do when it is 
comparatively high. When the 
fund’s price rises again, you make 
a profit on the greater number of 
shares you get at low cost. 

Suppose you bought $500 worth 
of shares in Fund A at $10 per 
share, another $500 worth three 
months later when it was $9 per 
share, $500 worth at $8, and so on 
while the shares rose to $15 per 
share, then fell to $5, and settled 
back at $10 per share. If you then 
sold out, you would be able to 
show a profit of about 10 per cent 
plus dividends. The same result 
would be shown if the shares first 
fell to $5 per share, rose to $15, 
and then settled back to $10 per 
share. 

In a high market as we are now 
experiencing you might say to 
yourself that this is not the time 
to buy. However, this is not the 
case. If the shares you buy drop 
in price and you have the confi- 
dence in the fund that your inves- 
tigation determined for you, then 
its price will later become higher. 
As you are buying at regular in- 
tervals during this price decline, 
then as the fund improves in price 
your profit increases at a faster 
rate because of the increase of the 
number of shares you were able to 
purchase at a lower price. I have 
repeated this principle because this 
may be the answer to the common 
fear, “Is the market too high to 
buy investment fund shares?” 

The foregoing comments and 
dollar averaging principle may be 
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applied to a single stock; however, 
as small investors we lose the pro- 
tection of diversification. And, for 
my money, in mutual funds the 
naive dentist should have protec- 
tive diversification. 

Types of Investment Companies: 
The types of investment companies 
most suitable for investment of the 
dentist's funds are the manage- 
ment funds. In these funds the 
portfolio of stocks and bonds are 
under continuous management and 
supervision. The buying and sell- 
ing of stocks is controlled by man- 
agement operating under estab- 
lished principles. The investment 
policy of these companies is con- 
tained in their published prospec- 
tus, which may be obtained free of 
charge from their offices. Manage- 
ment funds may be divided into 
closed-end and open-end organiza- 
tions. 

Closed-end Companies: Their 
name is derived from the fact that 
they do not continuously offer new 
shares of common stock to the pub- 
lic as their capital structure is 
closed; at the inception of the 
company their entire sum to be 
managed is raised by a single offer- 
ing. Their shares are bought and 
sold on the major exchanges with 
a few company shares being traded 
in the over-the-counter market. 
One of the important characteris- 
tics of closed-end company shares 
is the relationship between the pur- 
chase and sale price and the net- 
asset value. This net-asset value is 
determined by adding all the mar- 
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ket value of the portfolio plus cash 
and other receivables, subtracting 
all of the liabilities, and dividing 
by the number of outstanding 
shares. The market price of closed- 
end shares will depend on supply 
and demand in the open market. 
Because of this factor shares may 
sell above or below their net asset 
value. 

Another outstanding character- 
istic of these shares is the type of 
securities in which their assets are 
invested. Some invest only in 
bonds, some only in _ preferred 
stocks or only in common stocks, 
and some in a combination of 
these. For the purpose of investing 
the dentist’s funds we would stress 
the companies having portfolios 
which have a wider diversification 
of holdings. Two such companies 
are Lehman Brothers and Consoli- 
dated Investment Trust. 

Let us examine the costs pursu- 
ant to investing in closed-end in- 
vestment companies. First, the 
usual broker’s fees are collected 
for buying and later for selling 
such shares. Second, there is the 
annual cost for management of the 
fund. This cost ranges between .15 
per cent to 2.12 per cent with an 
average of .60 per cent. When we 
investigate the fund in which we 
wish to invest we should examine 
the amount of this cost. 

The first major gain made by 
the investor in ownership of shares 
in these funds is found in the in- 
crease of value of the shares. The 
second gain is in the income dis- 
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tributed to the investor as divi- 
dends. A third source of gain lies 
in the gains realized by the selling 
of portfolio securities for more 
than their cost. 

Open-end Investment Companies: 
This is the organization often re- 
ferred to as the mutual fund. These 
companies continuously offer new 
shares to the public at a price de- 
termined by the net-asset value of 
the portfolio securities. As addi- 
tional funds are received from in- 
vestors they are invested in secu- 
rities and new shares in the com- 
pany are issued. 

Purchase of these shares are 
either directly from the company 
or through licensed securities 
dealers. These purchases are sold 
at net-asset value plus a “load” 
which is a commission for their 
sale. The “load” usually runs from 
6 per cent to 9 per cent on the 
purchase of shares: usually no 
“load” is placed on their redemp- 
tion. A few funds like Scudder, 
Stevens and Clark, 
Sayles sell their shares directly 
without a selling charge. 

Relatively few open-end com- 
panies have debt outstanding, and 
none have issued preferred stock. 

Criticism has been made of the 
“load” placed on the cost of these 
shares. However, as there is usual- 
ly no redemption charge the total 
cost can be less than that encoun- 
tered when buying closed-end 
shares. The previous comments 
made in this article regarding the

Last month we discussed with a 
hypothetical Doctor John White, 
the impact of the federal estate tax 
on the practicing dentist. It was 
concluded that one way for wealthy 
people to avoid death taxes effec- 
tively is to give property away to 
their wives and children before 
death. And in fact, estate taxes may 
be avoided this way; but to prevent 
such tax avoidance from becoming 
too attractive, the federal tax laws 
(and those of a few states) impose 
a gift tax at a rate equal to 75 per 
cent of the estate tax rate for each 
graduated bracket. 

However, gifts of property dur- 
ing life have several other tax ad- 
vantages besides lower rates. For 
example, the estate tax includes in

the estate, of course, the money that 
will have to be used to pay the tax— 
a procedure which some people 
claim imposes a tax on a tax. The 
sift tax does not do this, as the 
money to pay the gift tax generally 
must come from property other 
than the property given away. Gifts 
of income-producing property may 
also save income taxes by shifting 
income to a lower-bracket taxpayer, 
such as a child. Doctor White has 
some practical questions about the 
gift tax: 

“Does this mean I should have 
paid a gift tax on my child’s bicycle 
I bought for him at Christmas years 
ago?” 
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The answer to this is clearly 
“No.” Quite apart from the ques- 
tion of a father’s legal duty to sup- 
port his child (including perhaps 
providing him with a bicycle), 
which support is not a gift at all, 
the law provides a $3000 gift tax 
exclusion each year for gifts made 
to any one person, to take care of 
items like Christmas, birthdays, and 
wedding presents. 

But not all gifts under $3000 are 
disregarded. In order to qualify for 
this annual exclusion of $3000 a 
vift must be a present outright gift 
—not a future interest, such as the 
ownership of a house after the 
death of the person now living in it. 
Substantial gifts to minor children 
must be carefully watched from this 
point of view, and an attorney’s ad- 
vice should be sought. 


Marital Deductions 

But, both a husband and wife 
each have a $3000 gift tax exclu- 
sion, and under many circum- 
stances these two exclusions may be 
added together, resulting in a 
$6000 exclusion. Thus, Doctor 
White, with three children, could 
give away $18,000 to his children 
each year without even filing a gift 
tax return; and if we assume ten 
srandchildren and add the chil- 
dren’s spouses, he could give away 
the imposing sum of $96,000 each 
year free of gift taxes. 

“But then all gifts each year over 
$3000 (or $6000) are taxed?” asks 
the dentist. 

Not necessarily. On top of the 
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$3000 exclusion, is a $30,000 life- 
time exemption which can be used 
only once—but again a husband’s 
and wife’s exemptions may be com- 
bined. That is, if Doctor White 
gives $10,000 in cash to one of his 
children this year, and Mrs. White 
joins in his gift tax return, they may 
exclude $6000 from the gift and 
charge the remaining $4000 against 
their combined lifetime exemptions 
of $60,000, leaving $56,000 to be 
charged against future gifts. 

The marital deduction applies to 
certain gifts of‘property by a hus- 
band to his wife (or the other way 
around), so that only half of such 
gifts are taxable. Life insurance 
policies are a favorite subject of 
tax-saving gifts, as insurance com- 
prises a large part of the taxable 
estate of many dentists, whose prin- 
cipal business investments are in 
education, skill, and training, not 
factories and machinery. 


Gift Must Be Complete 

“Suppose I give property to my 
children with an agreement that | 
can have it back if I decide that I 
need it later?” asks Doctor White. 

This will not work in saving es- 
tate taxes. In order to avoid the 
higher estate tax rates, or to save 
income taxes, a gift must be com- 
plete. Any substantial strings at- 
tached to a gift, such as a right to 
revoke it at any time, will cause the 
property given to be included in the 
estate, with the gift tax paid, if any, 
used as a partial credit against the 
estate tax. 
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Moreover, deathbed gifts, or any 
other gift deemed to be made “in 
contemplation of death” similarly 
are includible in the estate for es- 
tate tax purposes. Gifts made more 
than three years before death, how- 
ever, are not “in contemplation of 
death.” 

“When is it desirable to save es- 
tate taxes by making gifts?” 

For a great number of us, the 
answer is “Never,” particularly 
where there is a husband or wife to 
be taken care of, and who will quali- 
fy for the marital deduction, there- 
by greatly reducing the estate tax. 

Whether to make such lifetime 
gifts of property in an effort to 


avoid estate taxes must, of course. 
depend upon all the relevant facts. 
Consult with your attorney, and 
consider carefully what may be call- 
ed the “King Lear” factor in the 
case of contemplated gifts to chil- 
dren, and the “Reno” factor as to 
gifts to wives. Substantial gifts are 
seldom recommended except in 
cases where the donor retains, after 
the gift is made, sufficient property 
to take care of all his own reason- 
ably foreseeable needs—not omit- 
ting the fact that he may live to be 
100 years old.

Occasionally the patient and the 
family have no recollection of any 
incident related to the etiology of 
the roentgenographic short root, 
despite the dentist’s recitation of 
the total gamut of possible causes. 
Not to be outdone in such cases, 
diagnosticians sometimes take shel- 
ter behind erudite explanations 
that the condition is idiopathic or 
that the roots have a high resorp- 


tion potential, but such phrases tell 
us nothing. It is always comforting 
to know the etiology of an abnor- 
mal condition, but the clinician can 
only hope that in his treatments he 
may never have to depend on a 
tooth with an abnormally short 
root.

nature of gains paid to the in- 
vestor in closed-end funds are 
equally applicable to open-end 
shares. The management cost is 
about equal in both types of funds. 

In Part II of this article I shall 
discuss why the dentist should buy 
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these funds, how much of his total 
investing fund he should use for 
this purpose, and the factors to be 
considered in the selection of such 
a fund.

Dental Care 


for Musicians

VIOLINISTS sometimes overtax their 
shoulder muscles with resultant 
pain and discomfort; pressure 
sores on the tips of the fingers of 
guitar players sometimes occur; 
professional pianists will occasion- 
ally have neuralgia-like pains in 
their hands from over-practicing; 
a comparable occupational hazard 
sometimes affects drummers. These 
conditions call for treatment, both 
preventive and therapeutic, by a 
physician. 

In a similar way, wind instru- 
ment players should be watched 
over and treated by the dental pro- 
fession. We are still carrying on 
research study concerning the prob- 
lems which face the full denture

wearer who plays trumpet profes- 
sionally. But what about the trum- 
pet player’s teeth before he reaches 
the point of wearing dentures? 

The term “embouchure” refers 
to the method of applying the 
mouthpiece of a musical wind in- 
strument. The teeth, the lips, and 
the tongue are particularly impor- 
tant for a normal embouchure. In 
fact, the teeth are so important to 
his embouchure that the wind mu- 
sician should take better care of 
the dental aspect of his health than 
people in most other vocations. It 
might even be said that his livelli- 
hood partly depends upon the con- 
dition of his teeth. 

Trumpet players usually exert 
strong pressure on the upper an- 
terior teeth while playing in the 
upper registers, with the result that 
the teeth of younger musicians 
sometimes become loose follow- 
ing a playing engagement. Roent- 
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Wind instrument players need 
your special attention—their 
livelihood partly depends upon 
the condition of their teeth and 


oral tissues. 


genographic studies have shown 
that in some cases this practice has 
strengthened the periodontal mem- 
branes of these teeth as the years 
go by. However, this condition of 
pressure from without, plus an ac- 
cumulation of calcareous deposits 
within, often causes a deterioration 
of the dental mechanism of trumpet 
players. 

Consequently, it can be stated 
that wind instrument players would 
do well to have a dental. prophy- 
laxis performed at frequent and 
definite intervals throughout their 
professional careers. This would, 
of course, include a_ roentgeno- 
graphic check for caries. 

Irregularities of anterior teeth 
are often a hindrance to profes- 
sional progress for the young horn 
musician due to their interference 
with normal embouchure. Tone 
quality suffers as well as playing 
endurance. 

If you are treating a young horn 
player, especially one who plays 
the trumpet where the pressure is 
usually great, and you notice an- 
terior dental irregularities which 
might interfere with embouchure, 
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trim and round the lip cutting 
areas. If the condition warrants, 
refer the patient to an orthodontist. 

Another way in which the den- 
tist can aid his horn musician pa- 
tients concerns saliva secretion, 
and this aspect is seldom thought 
of in either dental or musical cir- 
cles. The nervousness of the vio- 
linist who is called upon for a solo 
might make his mouth “feel like 
cotton,” but it should not affect 
his performance. The same is true 
of the pianist. Both can “carry on” 
in true showman tradition despite 
a lack of salivary secretion. But 
alas! Consider the poor French 
horn, trumpet, trombone, clarinet, 
or oboe soloist! A dry tongue and 
dry lips greatly interfere with nor- 
mal tone quality production. In- 
elasticity and fatigue set in, and a 
whole solo performance can be 
ruined. Advise your wind instru- 
ment patients about the proper 
care of the oral soft tissues. Have 
them keep the oral cavity clean 
and healthy. 

Any and all wind instrument 
players with whom you come in 
professional contact should be 
strongly impressed that their den- 
tal care, both at home and in the 
dental office, must be much more 
rigid and regular than the person 
in the average occupation.

BEFORE engaging in practice a den- 
tist must fulfill the obligations of 
his State Board as to examination 
and licensing requirements. 

Generally speaking, all expenses 
incurred in one’s profession, trade, 
or business, are deductible for fed- 
eral income tax purposes if they 
are reasonable, ordinary, and nec- 
essary. In addition, they must be 
substantiated as to payment. 

In this connection the expenses 
of obtaining a state license would 
be “reasonable, ordinary, and 
necessary.” However, it is the 
position of the Internal Revenue 
Service that where expenses are

beneficial over a “fixed” or “‘in- 


determinate” number of years, in- 
stead of being consumed in one 
year, they are held to be “capital 
expenditures.” Thus, they cannot 
be deducted in one year but must 
be written off over a longer period 
of time, subject to the rules of de- 
preciation. 

Herein lies the problem. For 
what period of time will the license 
be in force to determine its “useful 
life” in relation to any rate of an- 
nual depreciation or amortization ? 

Where, as in the case of a license. 
the useful life cannot be determin- 
ed, no amortization or deprecia- 
tion of the cost can be deducted as 
a business expense.

change in this rule. 


Whether or not a State Board 
examination expense could be 
written off periodically is of im- 
portance to those dentists who have 
incurred more than the application 
fee as an item of cost. They may 
have had to travel to another city, 
incurring hotel expenses, meals, 
and other costs. 

This question was litigated by 
E. W. Banigan who attempted to 
deduct his expenses in connection 
with taking the bar examination. 


ruled that he could not deduct his 
examination costs. He took the 
case to the Tax Court and lost his 
case (10 Tax Court Memo 561). 
Many states require annual, bi- 
annual, or periodic registration of 
professional license holders. This 
filing fee is deductible as it fully 
qualifies as a business expense. 
Tax interpretations are in a con- 
stant state of flux, and day-to-day 
changes are made by new regula- 
tions or by Treasury Revenue Rul- 
ings. The regulations that govern 
educational expenses have been 
liberalized. It remains to be seen 
if changes will be made, to permit 
State Board expenses to be de- 
ductible. Any new decision or In- 
ternal Revenue Ruling in this con- 
nection will be reported promptly 
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in this publication.

Check on Your Inactive Patients 

You might find it worth while 
to have your dental assistant call all 
your former patients who have not 
made an office visit in the last year. 
One, it might give you a clue why 
you are losing certain patients you 
would like to retain. Two, it would 
give your dental assistant an op- 
portunity to remove from your ac- 
tive files patients who are not like- 
ly to return to your office.

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Service On a Communal Basis 

If you do not feel you can afford a full-time dental assistant or a full- 
time hygienist, you do not have to be without one. There must be other 
dentists in your same position. Why not hire either a dental assistant 
or a hygienist on a communal basis? Each of you then could divide her 
time and compensation on some equitable basis. 


Joint Buying of Dental Supplies 

You may prefer to maintain a separate and individual practice even 
though you are jointly occupying office facilities with another dentist 
or a number of dentists. However, you might find the economies in- 
volved in larger discounts sufficiently worth while to consider buying 
dental supplies on a joint basis. If you buy jointly but want to keep your 
supplies in the same stock room, you can individualize the stock. Doc- 
tors Peterson and Steffenson of Billings, Montana, have done this by 
putting different colored gummed tape on each stock of their own 
supplies. 


Have You Tried High School Seniors? 

Senior high school girls are often an excellent source for a part-time 
dental assistant. The girl is given an opportunity to find out if she likes 
the duties, and you are given an opportunity to find out if you like the 
girl before she graduates and is looking for a full-time job. 


Exchange of X-rays 

A few dentists feel that it would be good patient relations to suggest 
to a patient who is leaving his community that he take recent x-rays 
along with him. Even though the new dentist may feel new x-rays are 
necessary, the previous record may be valuable for comparative pur- 
poses. 


Cleaning Cost Check 

Studies by the Industrial Sanitation Counselors of Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, show that the annual cost per square foot of a superior program 
achieving a high quality cleaning performance should be about 20 per 
cent to 25 per cent of the hourly wage (including any fringe benefits) 
of the cleaning workers. For example, if the annual square foot cost for 
cleaning your office facilities is 68 cents and the average hourly wage 
is $1.70, the cost performance would be 40 per cent and by their stand- 
ards too high. The percentage standard could on the other hand be so 
low as to indicate that the cleaning is not sufficient for a professional 
office. 
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When You Interview Your Next Dental Assistant 

Alex Inkeles of Harvard University has found a new question for 
personnel interviews. It is: “Have you had a good laugh in the last 
twenty-four hours?” The less one laughs, the lower she is in social status. 
the psychologist stated on the basis of an international study. Further- 
more, lower status women are more likely to say they have cried. Climate. 
he found does not influence happiness. 


Fast Pace Life Emphasized as Danger to Teeth 

Colonel Joseph L. Bernier of the United States Army, Washington, DC, 
told the dentists attending the midwinter meeting of the Denver Dental 
Association, “I don’t think there is a single case of periodontal disease 
that can’t be tied to our way of life. Emotional stress in everyday life 
makes great demands on the body for substances which otherwise would 
be used to keep the tissues of the jaw healthy.” He also told the dentists 
that they have a responsibility to keep up with research and the new 
drugs coming out to help such cases. 


Are You Accepting Your Full Obligation? 

Doctor O. H. Stuteville, Professor of Oral Surgery at Northwestern 
University, told the dentists attending the Ninth District Dental Society 
Meeting in Billings, Montana, that dentists must assume the responsi- 
bility for detecting symptoms in the mouth that are indicative of sys- 
temic diseases. 


The Economic Outlook for 1959 

The staff of the National Securities and Research Corporation predicts 
that the economy is expected to grow at a sustainable rate, utilizing 
more fully the efficient productive capacity installed in recent years. 
Also of interest to the dentist is the prediction of more consumer outlays 
particularly for services and nondurable goods. 


Telephone in the Operating Room 

Placing a wall telephone in your operating room can eliminate many 
wasted steps. Also, when a ‘phone call comes in for the patient he can 
answer without leaving the dental chair. 


Monthly Payment of Automobile Insurance Premiums 

Despite our best financial planning efforts, the payment of automobile 
personal liability and property damage premiums each year is large 
enough that they strain the family budget, particularly with two-car 
families. There is a plan now available, which enables the dentist to pay 
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his premiums on a monthly basis. Here is how it works. lf a group of 
fifteen or more dentists, for example, a study club, agree to enter this 
plan, the company will insure all members and will allow them to pay 
their premiums on a monthly basis at no increase in the cost of the 
premium. The members pay their premiums each month to the treasurer 
who sends the lump sum to the company. The company will, in most 
cases, pay the study club up to 25 cents each month for each member 
to cover bookkeeping costs.

Tax Advantages of Investing in Oil Well Drilling 

Many people regard the oil business as a get-rich-quick scheme or a 
glorified dice game. While the speculative element is always present, 
the oil well drilling business should be and can be approached in the 
same way you approach other investments. First, investigate before you 
invest. Check the oil man’s reputation for honesty. Second, do not sink 
all of your oil investments in one venture—diversify, spread your risk. 
Third, be sure you can afford to lose. 

Were it not for the tax factor, an outside person would probably not 
be justified in investing in the oil business. In a limited number of cases, 
dentists may have extreme tax problems, and where these tax problems 
do exist the oil business does present an opportunity for lucrative in- 
vestment. The biggest single advantage of oil investment is that most 
of the money spent in an oil exploration program is for tax reasons 
an expense. You invest before taxes, not after taxes. As an example, 
the dentist in a 50 per cent tax bracket must earn $2000 to invest $1000 
in securities. But in oil exploration, the entire $2000 could be invested, 
which actually represents only $1000 cost. The income, if any, from an 
oil exploration venture is spread out over a number of years and only 
about 75 per cent of oil income is subject to tax. Thus, this type of in- 
vestment has a two-edge tax advantage. A more complete analysis of 
these tax advantages is available if you write to Practice Administration 
Thought-Provokers. 


Revolving Credit Plans 

Many banks throughout the country have recently announced re- 
volving credit plans or check credit plans. These plans enable you to 
establish a credit limit of say $1800 against which you can write checks. 
There is usually no charge until you actually draw against the account. 
After you draw against the account, you are charged | to 1% per cent 
per month on the unpaid balance or the amount of money you are using. 
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There is also a nominal charge of 25 cents for each check used. This 
is a good emergency source of cash. It does not cost you anything unless 
you use it, but like all consumer credit the cost is high, about 12 to 18 
per cent per annum. 


Financing Automobile Purchases 

How did you pay for your last automobile? Chances are that you 
financed it through the dealer or your bank. If you did, you probably 
paid an annual interest rate of between 18 to 30 per cent per annum. 
There is not anything wrong with this if you have exhausted all other 
sources of credit. But do you know you can borrow up to: 

90 per cent of the cash value of life insurance policies at an annual 
rate of 5 per cent per annum. 

50 per cent of the market value of most common stocks at an annual 
rate of 5-6 per cent per annum. 

80-90 per cent of the market value of most bonds (not Series E 
government bonds) at an annual rate of 5-6 per cent per annum. 

Check all other credit sources before you use high cost financing. 


What About These Various Credit Plans? 
There has been recently a flood of new credit plans or clubs. They are 

a convenience, particularly if you are traveling. But remember they 
charge the restaurant about 7 per cent of your bill for collection, and the 
business establishment who honors the plan must increase prices sufh- 
ciently to cover these costs. Therefore. do not pay cash in a place that 
honors credit cards, as you are paying for the credit in the prices charged 
and you may as well use the service.

WHAT PROFESSIONAL COURTESY IMPLIES 


IN THESE days of high overhead expense the dentist cannot afford to give 
much free service. In the leisurely pace of other days when rents and 
salaries were low and the living expense of the dentist himself was on 
the same lowered scale it was possible for the dentist to be more generous 
with his time and skills. That meant he could afford to do some “charity” 
work and perform “courtesy” services for his dental and medical col- 
leagues and their families. If the dentist wishes to remain solvent he can 
no longer afford the luxury of “free time.” 

All parties in the transaction are happier if some fee is involved. The 
dentist, if he wishes, may perform some services for a select list at reduced 
fees. A reduced fee, at least, covers overhead expenses. A free service 
means that the dentist gives his skill and time and pays money out of his 
own pocket to cover overhead expenses. That may be carrying generosit\ 
to the point of bankruptcy. 

For every dollar that the dentist collects he pays out about 50 cents 
to cover his expenses. If he wishes to earn a net income of $1000 a month 
he is required to collect $2000 in fees. For every hour that he works for 
nothing the dentist is required to spend two extra hours to maintain his 
hourly profit level. 

The person who receives the courtesy service is placed in the position 
of one who is under an obligation. It means that he becomes hesitant 
to ask for treatment when he requires it because he is conscious of the 
imposition. The recipient of the courtesy service is likely, therefore, to be 
neglectful of himself. If any proof of this is needed an examination of 
the dental conditions of dentists themselves is all that is necessary. Den- 
tists probably receive less dental attention than any other group in the

population of the same economic and social level. And what they do re- 
ceive is often stopgap or makeshift in character. 

Merely because a person is a dentist or a physician is no reason why 
he should receive free dental and medical care. He is still among groups 
in the population that can afford to pay for treatment. If a dentist wishes 
to give free services to a personal friend that is, of course, his privilege. 
However, when a dentist consults another dentist and their only common 
interest is the profession to which they both belong, there is no reason 
why either should make an economic sacrifice in the transaction. A dentist 
may wish to give services to another dentist or to a physician at a reduced 
fee. That is admirable. He may also expect to receive services on the 
same basis. That is hoped-for generosity. To give or to receive them on 
an entirely free basis is unfair and may be disastrous to both parties 
in the transaction. 

When merchandise is bought at a discount it means that the profit of 
the merchant making the sale is reduced somewhat. A $10 item that fs 
bought for $8 means that the profit is in the range of $2 rather than $4. 
The merchant has covered his overhead entirely and has made a smaller 
profit. And, most important of all, no time or personal skill has entered 
the transaction. The item that was produced by somebody else was taken 
from a shelf or warehouse and delivered to the buyer without expendi- 
ture of time or skill by the seller. The same principle does not apply where 
professional services are involved. 

The dentist should have a clear-cut policy with respect to free services. 
reduced fees, and professional courtesy. He should make this policy known 
to the patient. When he does, both the patient and the dentist will be 
happier and the relationship will be more cordial and understanding. 
Most people prefer fair and decent dealings. Few people expect something 
for nothing.

Burning Tongue 

Q.—Can you give me any information 
about plastic dentures causing a burn- 
ing tongue tip? There does not seem to 
be any irritation under the denture, nor 
on the mucosa at the lips or cheeks. 

While wearing the dentures with a 
thin layer of paraffin the tongue is un- 
affected. I do not know what brand of 
plastic material was used in making the 
dentures. 

Any information will be appreciated. 
—E.E.H., Maryland 

A.—From the facts you have 
given, it is my opinion that the ir- 
ritation to the tip of the tongue of 
the patient has no relationship to 
sensitivity to the material of which 
the denture is made. 

It is possible that the tongue is 
stimulated to greater activity by 
one of the following conditions: 

1. A sharp or jagged edge of an 
anterior or bicuspid tooth. 

2. Extension of the pins of the 
anterior teeth beyond the denture 
material. 

3. The existence of a rugae carv- 
ing in the anterior portion of the 
upper palate of the denture. 

4. Excessive thickness of the 
palatal portion of the denture, par- 
ticularly near the anterior teeth. 

5. Lack of polish of the palatal 
part of the denture. 
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When all of these possibilities 
have been thoroughly explored and 
results are still unsatisfactory, you 
may consider that this might be a 
strong resistance by the patient to 
foreign bodies in the mouth. In 
this case, patient education and the 
use of tranquilizers can be helpful. 


Salivary Calculus 

Q.—I have a patient, age 64, wearing 
full dentures, who recently has devel- 
oped excessive salivary calculus in the 
mouth. This is not the fine type, but 
really appears in sizes that are visible 
in the sputum and are annoying to the 
patient. What would you suggest to cor- 
rect this condition?—M.W., Maryland 

A.—In the case of your 64-year- 
old patient with dentures, who has 
considerable amounts of calcareous 
material in the mouth, I would sug- 
gest the following steps be taken: 

1. All calcareous material should 
be removed from the dentures in 
the dental laboratory. 

2. The patient should be in- 
structed as to the use of a denture 
brush, aided with a suitable den- 
ture cleanser. This operation should 
be performed after every meal. 
Care should be taken not to scrub 
the dentures too hard.

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3. Before reinserting dentures, 
the patient should rinse mouth 
thoroughly to eliminate all food 
matter and debris. 


Mandibular. Injection 
Complications 

Q.—About six weeks ago I inserted a 
full upper denture and an immediate 
lower partial for a 45-year-old nurse 
who appeared to be in normal health, 
except: for a nervous attitude during the 
actual extractions. I extracted eight up- 
per teeth and six lower teeth. 

I gave a mandibular injection on the 
right side, and immediately following 
withdrawal, the patient complained of 
severe pain radiating up the side and 
through the head. The patient was treat- 
ed in the normal manner, plus the use 
of sedatives, and finally recovered suf- 
ficiently in about one hour to permit the 
slow infiltration of the maxilla. No 
trouble was encountered on the left 
mandibular injection, and no complica- 
tions occurred in the infiltrations, except 
for the fullness in the head region. and 
continued heavy gas accumulation. 

After a time it was necessary to in- 
ject one more cc in the area of the right 
mandibular. Again the sharp pain oc- 
curred immediately upon injection, and 
lasted about one-half hour. The extrac- 
tions were routine, and the dentures in- 
serted. The patient was seen the follow- 
ing week. Healing was uneventful, and 
there were no complaints about the den- 
tures, 

On questioning, the patient revealed 
that the pain in the head was still prev- 
alent although not severe, and mild 
sedation kept her fairly comfortable. 
Then the patient went directly home, a 
distance of approximately forty miles. 
By the time she arrived home the pain 
was so severe that medical advice was 
sought, and she was immediately trans- 
ported to the local hospital. Heavy seda- 
tion was needed for approximately two 
weeks, but nothing was found in the 
X-rays or routine tests. I saw the patient 
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after her discharge from the hospital. 
and although she did not have any se- 
vere pain, she stated she still had an 
odd feeling in her head. 

Several theories were expounded, from 
nerve damage to injection in the venus 
plexus. .It is my conviction that possibly 
the: injection directly into the. blood 
stream may have caused the «trouble. 
but no hematoma was present. Any’ in- 
formation that you can give me on this 
would be greatly appreciated.—W.A.\.. 
Maine 

A.—On the basis of the symp- 
toms given in this case, it is ap- 
parent that your lower right man- 
dibular injection was an unusually 
accurate one. The needle point must 
have gained entry on the medial 
aspect of the ramus at a point close 
to the level of the semilunar notch 
or slightly above this point (espec- 
ially with the mouth open), before 
the third division of the fifth nerve 
branches or bifurcates into the in- 
ferior alveolar and the lingual 
nerve (the latter together with the 
chorda tympani). The solution 
could readily have been deposited 
within the lumen of the middle or 
small meningeal arteries which are 
the first branches of the internal 
maxillary artery as it comes off the 
external carotid artery. 

All this anatomy is within a small 
circle with a diameter less than that 
of a ten-cent piece. The middle men- 
ingeal, small meningeal, and the 
third division of the fifth nerve im- 
mediately dip under the external 
pterygoid muscle, somewhat medi- 
ally, and rise upward to enter the 
skull. The middle meningeal artery

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enters the skull throughthe foramen 
spinosum and gives off small twigs, 
anteriorly, to the Gasserian gang- 
lion. The small meningeal artery 
comes off anterior to the middle 
meningeal artery from the internal 
maxillary artery; or frequently 
comes off as a branch of the middle 
meningeal artery. In either case, it 
accompanies the third or mandi- 
bular branch through the foramen 
ovale into the skull and supplies 
the Gasserian ganglion. Thus, if any 
of the anesthetic solution got into 
either or both the middle or small 
meningeal arteries, it could have 
been carried directly with the arter- 
ial flow to the Gasserian ganglion. 
The net result was a temporary 
paresthesia; not a severe pain as 
we connotate pain. 

The experience of pain on the 
part of the patient on returning 
home after a routine checkup is 
probably due to a combination of a 
nervous temperament in conjunc- 
tion with this most unusual result 
from a mandibular block anes- 
thesia. 


Swelling and Paresthesia 

Q.—A patient has had a hard or firm 
swelling in the muco-buccal fold be- 
tween the lower left first bicuspid and 
the molar (edentulous area). The swell- 
ing and tenderness to touch have been 
present for the last month, since giving 
birth to a baby. The first bicuspid 
was broken down, and the pulp was 
exposed. I placed the patient under her 
physician’s care. I believe he gave her 
penicillin. One week later I extracted 
the first bicuspid, and took another 
x-ray of the area, which I am sending 
to you. The area was still swollen after 
the extraction. Could you tell me the 
cause of the swelling? 

I also have a personal problem. Over

a year ago my wife had a third molar 
extracted. which resulted in nerve in- 
jury and resultant paresthesia. Period- 
ically, she has a pain in her chin; and 
lately she has had sharp shooting pains 
to her ear on the affected side, which 
usually appear while she is eating. Is 
there anything that can be done?— 
S.M., Pennsylvania 

A—In the first case you present, 
it is possible that the mouth prop 
used during the delivery may have 
irritated the first bicuspid, which 
was chronically involved before 
parturition, and became acutely 
involved thereafter. Careful ex- 
amination of the film still shows 
some radiolucency about the bi- 
cuspid area, below the apices. The 
second molar, mesially, also shows 
some pathology. Without a doubt, 
the molar should be removed; how- 
ever, before attempting any sur- 
gery, | would advise that additional 
x-rays of this entire area be taken 
inasmuch as it is possible that there 
is considerable more _ pathology 
than is discernable in this x-ray. 

With reference to your wife’s 
case, it is not uncommon, following 
extraction of a lower third molar 
to have paresthesia persist for bet- 
ter than two years. If the patient is 
thin and fragile, the paresthesia 
will persist for a longer period. If 
the patient is on a reducing regi- 
men, the same may hold true. Put- 
ting the patient on therapeutic 
multiple vitamin “B” intake plus 
high proteins and specific amino 
acids will enhance regeneration of 
the sensory nerve. If the x-ray of 
this area is negative, the sharp 
shooting pains to the ear may, after 
a whole year, be due to involvement 
of the second molar or upper third 
molar, or occlusal inequilibration 


of the cuspal relationship.

Dental Care 
Rehabilitates Retarded 

Good dental care is often the turning 
point in the physical and mental reha- 
bilitation of spastic, epileptic, and re- 
tarded children, according to Doctor 
John Tocchini, dean of the School of 
Dentistry of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. He said that two and a 
half years ago the college started to 
care “for the youngsters everyone else 
pushes aside—the children with severe 
handicaps.” 


Other encouraging news on dental 
care for handicapped youngsters comes 
from Doctor Wendell L. Wylie, assistant 
dean of the School of Dentistry at the 
University of California. Doctor Wylie 
is one of a nine-man team of experts 
who examine children born with cleft 
lips or cleft palates and prescribe a 
course of treatment, which may take 
eighteen years or more.

Lectures on Nature Trail 

Doctor Theodore Kazimiroff of New 
York City, gave an illustrated lecture at 
Horticultural Hall on the Nature Trail 
of the New York Botanical Gardens. 
Nature Trail is a tract of natural wilder- 
ness in New York City, and is visited 
by thousands throughout the year. 

Doctor Kazimiroff is a research as- 
sociate at the gardens, and is the cre- 
ator of the famous Nature Trail. He 
also is a research collaborator at the

Dentist-Inventor 

About five years ago 77-year-old Doc- 
tor Lytle S. Adams, of Blanchard, Idaho, 
retired from dentistry to devote all his 
time to his inventions. He holds over 
250 patents, and as he himself put it, 
“I'll have many more ideas before I 
end this life.” 

Always probing the unknown for 
years, Doctor Adams now is absorbed 
in a new project, hauling fresh water 
from Alaska and Canadian pgints to 
drought-stricken water partings in the 
United States. He theorizes that water 
could be transported in automatic and 
electrically propelled tanks on overhead 
monorails. This method, he maintains, 
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is “as cheap or cheaper” than pipe line 
construction, 

In the February 1941 issue of ORAL 
Hyciene, Doctor Adams described the 
grappling instrument he invented for 
allowing air mail pickups in the air; 
and in December 1942 he explained 
how this instrument aided the glider 
program. In the February 1947 issue of 
OraAL Hyciene, Tamara Andreeva told 
how the Department of Agriculture used 
Doctor Adams’ seed-pellet invention to 
successfully seed from an airplane a 
50,000 square mile Indian reservation 
near Sells, Arizona.—Spokane (Wash- 
ington) Spokesman-Review.

DEAR ORAL HYGIENE 
Dentistry is Here to Stay! 


As they say on television, | would like 
equal time to comment on the article 
Wit Tue Dentist Fottow THE BLAck- 
SMITH? by Solomon Greenberg, DDS, in 
the February 1959 issue of ORAL 
HYGIENE. 

Doctor Greenberg’s premise is, that 
eventually the need for dental services 
will diminish and the dentist will pass 
into oblivion like the blacksmith. 

The picture conjured up by me when I 
read the article was one in which a den- 
tist is following a blacksmith, who natur- 
ally is following a horse who has his head 
turned and has an eye on the dentist. 

I suppose Doctor Greenberg was being 
partly facetious, and yet I could not help 
detecting a note of gloom in his article 
on the future of dentistry. 

I have an opposite point of view. It is 
my firm belief that the need for, the prac- 
tice of, and the demand for dental serv- 


ices, will increase rather than decrease. 

feel so confident in the future of the 
profession of dentistry that I am looking 
forward to both my sons joining the den- 
tal profession. 

Dentistry, as I see it, is undergoing a 
dramatic transition. The approach to 
problems, new equipment, the broad 
view, and the desire to do research, is 
coming more and more to be what I 
would call new dentistry. 

With the continuing rise in population, 
we need even more dentists to perform 
the necessary services. It has been esti- 
mated that roughly 40 per cent of the 
people see dentists regularly. With edu- 
cation there would be a surge to the den- 
tist such as has never been seen to date. 

The changing world has also changed 
many concepts in dentistry. The patient 
is now being seen as an individual rather 
than just a tooth or a mouth. Implants 
have made their emergence into a valued 
and tremendous field. The research and

more funds into dental education, dental 
research, or dental information to the 
general public. 

These rights are incontestable be- 
cause they fulfill the social and scien- 
tific obligations of our profession to earn 
a decent livelihood, to advance in its 
arts and skills, and to provide adequate 
care to our population. These rights, 
however, do not give the profession, 
through its leaders, the moral or ethical 
privilege of saying “No” to people who, 
separately or in groups, seek to obtain 
dentistry through other avenues than the 
office of the private practitioner. Of 
course, the “No” is not said as simply 
as the 4-year-old says “No” to his 
mother. However, when representatives 
of groups planning collective dental 
care programs seek the advice and guid- 
ance of official dentistry and have im- 
possible demands and conditions pressed 


upon them, that amounts to a “No.” 

This approach results in bitterness. 
Furthermore it is futile. These groups 
surpass us many times in numbers. On 
election day they turn in more votes; 
throughout the year they exert more 
power as a pressure group. 

Dentists practice because the state 
gave them the license to do so. What 
the state bestowed, it can withdraw or 
alter. In our democracy “we, the people,” 
constitute the state. It would seem sen- 
sible then not to antagonize too many 
people. 

Mankind everywhere is constantly re- 
evaluating its policies and philosophies. 

In this centennial year we miglit well 
take to heart the dictum of the poet 
that “No man is an island, No man 
stands alone.”—-NATHAN Kosrin, DDS, 
7802 Fifth Avenue, Brooklyn 9, New 
York.

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Historical Review of the Properties and 
Researches of Dental Filling Alloys 


By N. EK. GARHART 
94 West Brookline Street, Boston 18, Mass. 


NOTICE — This historical review is Garhart’s final general survey of dental 
filling alloys covering an experience of over 60 years in the dental field. 


Garhart was born in Philadelphia, 
Pa., and during his teen-age period 
his father died, and approximately 
a year later the family moved to 
Indianapolis, Indiana where he be- 
gan the study of chemistry. His 
preceptor induced him to attend 
Purdue University where he gradu- 
ated two years later with the high- 
est honors of his class. Approxi- 
mately a year later he entered the 
dental field as a small manufacturer 
of dental filling alloys. 

His first research activity began 
when Dr. G. V. Black was publish- 
ing his researches in the “Dental 
Cosmos”. He had published a sig- 
nificant item concerning two alloys 
that were of the same percentage 
of composition. One was commi- 
nuted in the form of shavings while 
the other was in filings. He observed 
that their physical properties va- 
ried appreciably. He was deeply 
concerned about the problem he 
had encountered. He erroneously 
concluded dependable alloys could 
not be made with a “set formula”. 
One may readily conclude why a 
man of his high intellectual rating 
could easily be misled with a prob- 
lem of that kind. He never had any 
experience as a manufacturer of 
dental filling alloys. Garhart had 
acquired sufficient experience of 
that kind and knew it was the cus- 
tomary practice to mill the shavings 
very thin so they would not irritate 
the palm of the hand when making 
a “mix”. The filings were milled 
much thicker since the “mix” was 
usually made in a mortar with the 
aid of pestle. When comparing the 
shavings with the filings they ex- 
posed a greater area of surface to 
the reaction of the mercury. This 
difference could reveal the reason 


why he observed a variation of the 
physical properties of the two al- 
loys. 

Garhart’s first research problem 
was to try and solve the problem 
which was created by Dr. G. V. 
Black. He made four ingots of al- 
loys of which the percentage of sil- 
ver in the sample #1 was the low- 
est and the silver content of the 
other three was progressively in- 
creased to approximately 68%. 
Four samples of comminuted alloys 
were made of each one of the four 
ingots. 

All told there were 16 samples of 
comminuted alloys. All of the sam- 
ples received like test treatment. 
Each sample #1 was milled the 
thinnest and the other three were 
milled progressively 25% thicker. 
All of the samples shrank during 
the test treatments with the excep- 
tion of cut #4 of the ingot #4. 
It produced a slight expanding re- 
action. The volume of shrinkage 
decreased as the thickness of cut 
was increased in each sample tested. 
The mercury content progressively 
decreased as the thickness of cut 
had been progressively increased in 
each sample tested. The “thick- 
ness of cut” designates the grain 
size of the comminuted alloy. 

During a later period an item 
appeared in the “Dental Cosmos”, 
stating a member of a dental meet- 
ing inquired of Dr. G. V. Black 
what requirements constituted a de- 
pendable filling alloy. He replied 
by stating, (1) proper formula, 
(2) proper “thickness of cut”, 
(3) proper annealing. These three 
requirements have been firmly es- 
tablished in the making of our pres- 
ent day alloys. 

Garhart’s research activity created 
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considerable interest in the mid- 
west area, also in the east after he 
moved to Boston, Mass. Garhart’s 
preceptor told him “not to hide his 
light under a bushel’, and it was 
his duty to establish the confidence 
of his trade with the publication 
of his research activities. Regard- 
less of all the political persecution 
he had to endure, Garhart con- 
tinued to publish his research acti- 
vities. 

“What you don’t know won’t hurt 
you” is a familiar quotation for ex- 
cusing the general public’s lack of 
knowledge of easily acquired tech- 
nical subjects. This line of think- 
ing has changed since Russia suc- 
cessfully launched the “sputnik”. 
Now the cry is for the public to 
become interested in the general 
sciences, and for producing more 
teachers and scientists. Some years 
ago the chief technician of the Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation said in 
words to this effect: All the elab- 
orate equipment he saw in a labo- 
ratory was required to drive an idea 
through the technician’s head. 

So what you don’t know about 
dental alloy amalgams does hurt 
you providing you use them in your 
practice. First, you should know 
they are compounds, or mixtures, 
consisting of a plastic portion and 
one of undissolved particles of al- 
loy. The plastic portion consists of 
some of the alloy dissolved in mer- 
cury, and which may be designated 
as the “plastic complex”. The un- 
dissolved portion of the alloy-par- 
ticles be designated as the “resi- 
due”. 
tually solidifies or crystallizes and 
cements the “residue” to form a 
hardened mass. The alloy is feebly 
bonded to the mercury, or the re- 
action is similar to the water of 
crystallization of common salts. 
Since the dentist is dealing with a 
mixture he should realize the im- 
portance of making a thorough 
“mix”. He should increase the 
bonding properties of the “plastic 
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The “plastic complex” even- . 


complex” to the “residue” for the 
purpose of strengthening the mar- 
gins. Merely shaking the “mix” 
in a “capsule” for ten seconds does 
not produce a thorough “mix”. Af- 
ter removing it from the “capsule” 
it should immediately be ground 
very vigorously in a mortar for one- 
half minute. The three ball amal- 
gamator is the only correct engi- 
neering principle for intimately mix- 
ing alloy filings with mercury. It is 
the only appliance available for in- 
timately mixing large portions of 
alloy and mercury for laboratory 
use. It is used for intimately mix- 
ing pigments in paints and for mak- 
ing pastes and salves in large phar- 
maceutical laboratories. 

During the earliest period amal- 
gamating alloys were not used in 
dentistry. It was customary to use 
pure copper or cadmium amalgam. 
They either disintegrated or washed 
away in the mouth. Food products 
usually contain minute amounts of 
sulfur salts. Sulfur has a great af- 
finity for combining with silver, 
copper, and mercury. Coin silver 
filings was the first alloy to be used, 
but it failed to give satisfactory re- 
sults. Dental amalgams became 
firmly established after tin was dis- 
covered to be the necessary modify- 
ing metal. During this earliest peri- 
od Dr. J. Foster Flagg was the 
leading amalgam authority when 
the use of arnalgam had fallen into 
ill repute. He and his group of 
“the New Departure Corps” saved 
them from defeat. He recom- 
mended the trade-alloys (formulas) 
be reversed by using 60% of silver 
with 40% of tin. Garhart fearlessly 
states this type of alloy has pro- 
duced outstanding performance for 
conserving the tooth substance. 

False theories have always pre- 
vailed concerning dental filling al- 
loys and their amalgams. He di- 
vided alloys into two kinds of which 
those containing copper were desig- 
nated as “submarine alloys”, while 
those containing zinc and gold, he 
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designated as “contour alloys”. He 
evidently did not realize you can- 
not incorporate sufficient amounts 
of those metals to prevent event- 
ual discoloration. He invented 
the glass tube test for detecting 
“shrinkage”. He used a column of 
red ink for detecting leakage after 
filling the other end of the tube with 
a test-filling. During this earlier 
period the prominent trade-alloys 
usually contained 40% of silver 
and their amalgams may have been 
great “shrinkers”. Then the aver- 
age dentist had not been trained to 
use efficient amalgam technique. 
The cavities were often filled with 
amalgam having a putty-like con- 
sistency. Many of the dental col- 
leges did not teach amalgam tech- 
nique. Commercial dentists blos- 
somed everywhere. Dentistry was 
practiced advertising amalgam fill- 
ings @ 25¢. 

During this early period “shrink- 
age” was a real problem that both- 
ered the dentist. However the spaces 
between the cavity walls of the 
present-day fillings are produced by 
a spheroidal movement of the amal- 
gam. It is the progressive move- 
ment of distortion. These spaces 
are not produced by the setting re- 
action of the amalgam. The higher 
temperatures of the mouth gradual- 
ly produce this reaction of distor- 
tion. The present-day ADA speci- 
fied alloy-amalgams retain too 
much mercury in the fillings 
(50% ). These spaces are produced 
by a gravitational pull of the filling 
toward the centre of the mass there- 
by eventually creating a distinct 
bulging reaction. Therefore the pres- 
ent-day ADA Spec. type of alloy- 
amalgams are not the answer for 
preventing the formation of spaces 
between the filling and the cavity 
walls. 

Before and after Dr. G. V. Black 
began publishing his researches in 
the “Dental Cosmos” he found the 
profession and the dental trade in 
a state of lethargy. He gradually 
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woke them up to the need of ac- 
quiring the essential use of better 
alloys and efficient amalgam tech- 
nique. Amalgam clinicians traveled 
back and forth through the coun- 
try teaching and preaching the use 
of efficient amalgam technique. Dr. 
G. V. Black borrowed some of his 
ideas from the general engineering 
field, and he designed and used 
small instruments of precision for 
recording his tests. He methodi- 
cally increased the percentage of 
silver to approximately 68% and 
reducing the tin content to approx- 
imately 27%. His new amalgam 
registered a trace of expansion; it 
was quick setting. This latter prop- 
erty greatly bothered the dentists 
when they began using it. During 
a much later period the researches 
of Ward & Scott revealed the fact 
that this quick setting amalgam 
would either expand or contract ac- 
cording to the mixing treatment it 
received. Since Garhart regarded 
politics to be the chief concern of 
Washington, D.C., he forsaw a 
change would eventually be made 
in the ADA “volume” test specifi- 
cations. During the year of 1931 
he made a new alloy that would ex- 
pand from a minimum 3 to 4 mi- 
crons regardless of the mixing 
treatment it would receive. During 
a later period the ADA “volume” 
test specifications were changed to 
require a minimum of 3 to a maxi- 
mum of 13 microns of expansion. 
After this change was made the 
various manufacturers met these 
new requirements by reducing the 
tin content of their alloys to 26%. 
The tin content only had to be re- 
duced one percent. It has been re- 
ported the various ADA Spec, al- 
loys usually expand approximately 
7 microns. A very critical point 
occurs when the tin content is re- 
duced to 27% when its amalgam 
can be made to either expand or 
contract. When the tin content is 
reduced to 26% the amalgam 
ceases to shrink and the expansion 
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rate is greatly accelerated. If the 
reduction to 25% is made then the 
comminuted alloy ceases to respond 
to the usual annealing treatment. 
A special treatment is required for 
retarding its rapid setting properties. 

Garhart believes a misiake was 
made when the ADA “volume” 
test specifications were changed. 
These present-day amalgams set 
dangerously fast, and they exert a 
three-fold pressure on the cavity- 
walls. The high rate of expansion, 
the pressure of adaptation, and the 
higher mouth-temperatures are fac- 
tors for creating distortion. Ac- 
cording to the accepted researches 
of Gray, voids or spaces are created 
when the amalgam expands. The 
amalgam is not as dense as the 
shrinking kind because it occupies 
more space, and its factor of con- 
tinuity is impaired. This type of 
alloy and its amalgam are usually 
very brittle and they combine with 
its rapid setting properties to pro- 
duce fragile margins. Often posi- 
tive properties are gained, but they 
are accompanied with negative ones 
that are not detected until a later 
period occurs. Kneading the “mix” 
between the ball of the finger and 
the thumb is often dangerous prac- 
tice and it answers the inquiry 
“why are some of my fillings as 
soft as cheese while others are as 
hard as rocks.” 

When comparing Dr. G. V. 
Black’s alloy with the 60% silver 
one of Dr. J. Foster Flagg he in- 
creased the percentage of silver ap- 
proximately to 8%, and reduced 
the tin content 12 or 13% when he 
produced an expanding quick set- 
ting amalgam. He evidently did not 
realize he had to add 20% more 
fluid metal mercury to the amalgam 
which made it unstable. 

Garhart’s researches consisted of 
insetting test fillings of a shrinking 
type of amalgam in two kinds of 
matrices. One was made of hard 
Bakelite which had resilient prop- 
erties and the other one was har- 
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dened steel which had rigid proper- 
ties. The shrinkage factor of the 
amalgam was 15 to 20 microns. 
The test fillings measured % inch 
in diameter and % inch in depth. 
Both matrices were alike in design 
and construction. The hand pack- 
ing instrument had a flat smooth 
face measuring 5/32 of an inch in 
diameter. The customary hand pres- 
sure technique was used for con- 
densing the amalgam in the test 
matrices. The thickness of wall of 
each test matrix was ¥% of an inch 
thick. The bakelite matrix ex- 
panded 50 microns after inserting 
the test filling in it. The matrix had 
expanded 30 more microns than the 
amalgam was capable of shrinking. 
After the filling had fully hardened 
there was no sign of leakage after 
applying the “red ink test”. The 
fully hardened test filling in the 
hardened steel matrix leaked im- 
mediately after applying the red 
ink test to it. 

Garhart also found an amalgam 
may shrink as much as 7 microns 
and produce an air-tight filling. The 
same size test filling in a rigid steel 
matrix was subjected an air pres- 
sure of 10 Ibs. to the sq. in., during 
a period of 30 days, and it regis- 
tered no leakage. Garhart desig- 
nated it as “tension expansion”, 
For political reasons the fact that 
the tooth substance possesses very 
resilient properties is kept quiet. 
The fact that shrinking amalgams 
will stretch or expand the cavity far 
more than the amalgam is capable 
of shrinking is also kept quiet. 

Garhart realizes modern den- 
tistry requires the use of a quick 
setting alloy, but not too fast. He 
also claims the average dentist can 
work just as fast when using a slow 
setting amalgam for filling four wall 
cavities, and especially of the fis- 
sure type. The fillings will be more 
stable and they will conserve the 
tooth substance for longer periods 
of time. 

The grain size of the filings de- 
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termines the amount of area they 
expose ‘to the reaction of the mer- 
cury. Vigorously triturating the 
“mix” in the mortar reduces the 
size of the filings and it is the 
means of exposing more alloy to 
the reaction of the mercury. In- 
creasing the bonding properties of 
the constituents of the “mix” 
strengthens the margins. As a rule 
amalgams are brittle compounds 
and are noted for their weak tensile 
strength. The grain size of the 
trade alloys are usually “fine cut” 
while a few others are milled extra 
fine to micron dimensions. As the 
filings are reduced in size they set 
faster, and when they are reduced 
to the ultimate micron size the 
amalgams are more difficult to con- 
dense in the cavity. The fillings 
may retain more mercury. Expell- 
ing the excess mercury from the 
cavity becomes more difficult to do. 

The “flow” and “hardness” tests 
of the ADA specifications are sel- 
dom mentioned because most all 
kinds of filling alloy-amalgams have 
a sufficient degree of hardness. 
These tests are made at room tem- 
peratures of 68 to 72-F. When 
tested at approximately body-tem- 
perature of 99-F they flow 4% to 
5 times as much as they do at room 
temperatures of 68 to 72-F. 

Amalgam fillings retain their col- 
or when they are exposed to the 
masticating stresses including the 
daily use of the tooth-brush. Apply- 
ing a high degree of polish to the 
filling usually delays the unsightly 
effects of discoloration. The fill- 
ings do not oxidize but are discol- 
ored by sulfur salts of food prod- 
ucts. A wet polishing technique is 
recommended when polishing the 
fillings. 

Modern amalgams are quite in- 
soluble in the secretions of the 
mouth, but not as the slow setting 
kinds, because they contain more 
mercury and less tin in their compo- 
sition. If the amalgam complex 
could be separated from the resi- 


due of the “mix”, it would wash 
away in the mouth. It is the “resi- 
due” of the “mix” that protects 
the filling from the solvent reaction 
of the saliva. Fine cut alloy amal- 
gams should be more insoluble than 
coarse cut kinds because the “resi- 
due”’ of the filling covers more area 
of its surface. 

The trade interests were greatly 
indebted to Dr. G. V. Black for his 
quick and scientific process for ag- 
ing alloys. Formerly it was the cus- 
tomary practice to set aside the 
freshly comminuted alloy for two 
weeks before they were ready to 
be used by the dentist. During this 
period the alloys were slow setting 
and they possessed ductile proper- 
ties. Ordinary room temperatures 
would anneal or age them sufficient- 
ly within a period of two weeks. 
The Dr. G. V. Black quick setting 
type of alloys required more vigorous 
heat treatment than room tempera- 
tures. Before annealing the new com- 
minuted alloy mixes and sets too 
quickly. After annealing both set- 
ting and mixing retarded. The custo- 
mary annealing temperature is 100-C 
which is too low for a state of oxida- 
tion to occur. 

A well known physicist inquired of 
Garhart what made the alloy mix so 
slowly after it was annealed. Garhart 
replied he could only give his inquiry 
a guess, that some structural changes 
took place in the alloy. The physicist 
said ‘‘no”’. It was due to “oxidation’”’. 
Garhart replied, why do alloys react 
the same way after they are annealed 
in a deoxidizing atmosphere. The 
physicist made no reply and promptly 
walked away. 

During a later period Garhart 
found the answer. During the mill- 
ing process the comminuted alloy 
becomes highly tempered. This en- 
ergy is released to the extent the 
alloy has been annealed. This energy 
is also released to the extent the new 
comminuted alloy is combined with 
mercury. It is the released energy 
that makes the alloy mix and set 
more quickly. Garhart designated it 
as “trapped energy”. 

What is the most efficient type of 
alloy for conserving the tooth sub- 
stance for the longest period of time? 
Before answering this question some 
facts must be considered about the 
past and present practice of dentistry. 
During the earliest period a member 
of the public did not visit the dentist 
until his tooth ached repeatedly, or 
had a swollen jaw. Modern dentistry 
has trained the public to use oral hy- 
giene, also tq visit the dentist twice 
annually. During these periodical vis- 
its the teeth are cleaned and in- 
spected. Defective fillings are_ re- 
placed with new ones before they 
have a chance to increase in size. The 
modern dentist works very fast so as 
to release his patient from the chair 
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as quickly as possible, also to earn a 
fair income from his practice. Mod- 
ern dentistry requires the use of a 
fast setting alloy, but not as fast as 
our super-expanded kinds. 

According to Garhart’s experience, 
‘his opinion is that the best kind of a 
tooth conserving alloy lies between 
two extremes. One is the earliest bi- 
nary type, containing 40% of silver, 
and the other is the present-day ex- 
panding kind, containing from 70 to 
75% of silver. It is the Dr. J. Foster 
Flagg binary type that contains 60% 
of silver, fine cut, and fully annealed. 
it is slow setting and its fillings 
may be made to retain only 30% of 
mercury. The fillings are very hard 
and they take a high degree of polish. 
The margins are the strongest and 
this alloy possesses very ductile 
properties. Its slow setting proper- 
ties will provide ample time for fill- 
ing the most intricate kind of cavi- 
ties. The fillings are leak-proof be- 
cause the proper pressure of adapta- 
tion expands or stretches the cavity 
more than the filling is capable of 
shrinking. 

When using a quick setting alloy 
Garhart contends the Dr. G. V. Black 
type provides the safest setting time, 
also a more dense type of amalgam. 
Garhart recommends binary formulas 
because they produce more ductile 
kinds of alloys and this property 
strengthens the margins to a certain 
extent. The first is the slow setting, 
Dr. J. Foster Plage kind, containing 
60% of silver 39%4% of tin, and 4% 
of zinc. The quick setting of the Dr. 
V. Black kind is 72% of silver, 
27%4% of tin, %% of zinc. The ADA 
Spec. super-ex a ae kind is 74% of 
Silver, 25%% of tin, %% zine. The 
filings to be fine enough to pass 
through a 200-mesh sieve. All to be 
fully annealed. During the Dr. G. V. 
Black era when quick setting alloys 
came into general use, Dr. Hinman 
was one of the foremost amalgam 
clinicians. He said in a statement 
published in the “Dental Cosmos” 
that amalgams had a small place in 
his practice because they were un- 
stable. Dr. G. V. Black also noticed a 
bulging reaction occurring in some 
of his test-fillings which he attrib- 
uted to the presence of zinc in his 
alloys. Heretofore certain trade in- 
terest had a happy holiday promot- 
ing the sale of their alloys with the 
‘no set formula” theory. During a 
later period they used the “no-zinc” 
theory to a good effect. Neither Dr. 
G. V. Black or Dr. Hinman realized 
that the high percentage (50%) of the 
fluid metal mercury was responsible 
for this unfavorable reaction. The 
present-day super expanding quick 
setting type of amalgams produce the 
most unstable kind of fillings. 

If the dentist wants, to use a far 
more stable alloy- amalgam then he 
has to revert to the use of a slow 
setting kind. The Dr. J. Foster Flagg 
60% silver fully annealed slow set- 
ting formula is recommended. Equal 
parts by weight of the alloy and mer- 
cury are vigorously triturated in a 
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mortar for two minutes. When the 
amalgam is efficiently condensed in 
the cavity the filling will retain 30% 
of mercury. 

the dentist wants to be sure his 
fillings will retain a minimum amount 
of mercury, then the following tech- 
nique is recommended: Weigh 15 
grains of alloy and 5 grains of mer- 
cury and vigorously triturate them 
in a mortar for two minutes. A dark 
colored coherent powdered ‘“‘mix’”’ will 
be obtained. Thereafter it is moulded 
into a semi-solidified form of pellets 
which are conveyed to the cavity with 
the aid of an amalgam carrier. There 
will not be any excess of mercury to 
be removed from either the filling or 
the “mix” although a film of mercury 
will temporarily appear on the sur- 
face of the solidified amalgam. Where 
indicated copper band matrices are 
used and they are not removed until 
a second sitting occurs. 

The gadget used for moulding the 
pellets is a very simple and inexpen- 
Sive item. It consists of an \% in. 
thick plate of hard plastic that is 
drilled full of ¥% in. holes. The gadget 
is 14% in. square, and the holes are 
3/16 of an inch apart from centre to 
centre. A small sheet of writing pa- 
per is placed under the gadget, and 
the powdered “mix’’ is placed on top 
of the gadget where it is spread over 
the surface with the aid of a small 
spatula. The powdered amalgam 
drops into the holes where it is con- 
densed into semi-solidified pellets. The 
gadget is pressed against the paper 
with one hand while amalgam is be- 
ing condensed with other with the 
aid of a packing instrument. After- 
ward the pellets are readily pressed 
out of the gadget with the packing 
instrument. There are certain kinds 
of large fillings where this type of 
an amalgam is not only safer to use, 
but to provide far more enduring 
service, large MOD’s, thin wall, and 
fissure cavities especially require the 
use of this type of amalgam. 

Without any exceptions all types 
of quick setting alloys retain no less 
than 50% of fluid-mercury in the fill- 
ing. One half of the filling is com- 
posed of solid constituent and the 
other half of a liqud one. This is the 
reason why they become unstable 
when subjected to the higher temper- 
atures of the mouth. The slow setting 
alloy is far more stable because the 
filling retains from 40 to 50% less 
liquid-mercury. The margins are 
stronger because the amalgam is 
more dense and both alloy and amal- 
fam possess more ductile properties. 
The amalgam is very hard and due to 
its superior density it is capable of 
acquiring a high degree of polish. It 
is more insoluble in the saliva be- 
cause the fillings contain from. 40 to 
50% more alloy. Its slow setting reac- 
tion prevents it from prematurely 
setting while filling the most intri- 
cate kinds of cavities.
